'| Protecting the Flock In Winter--Some 


». Points on Feeding. 

The sheep must have a good shelter 
from the snow and sleet and cold rains 
of winter, A shed built against a 
large building and opening to the south 
is the best for sheep in the winter, 
The barn will be a splendid protection, 
and the farmer who builds his sheep 
shed against his barn is wise, says an 
experienced breeder. 

Sheep have short necks, they cannot 
reach very far into a rack, and they 
should: not be permitted to do so if 
they could because the chaff from the 
bay gets Into the wool. and this should 
be avoided if pos- 
sible. It is diffi- 
cult to make a 
rack that will 
hold a considera- 
ble quantity Of re a ae oee 
hay and feed it down within reach un- 
til the rack is empty. The rack shown 


| In the illustration has & bottom shaped 


like the letter W, with the middle part 
‘the highest. Cut crosspleces out of 
wide planks similar to the way stair 
stringers are cut and place them five 
feet four inches apart. Nail sixteen 
foot boards on these to form the W 
shaped bottom, making the V shaped 
troughs tight to catch the leaves and 
chaff, and they may also be used for 
feeding grain, bran or chopped stuff. 
The rack is three and a half feet 
wide at the top and sixteen feet long. 
The spindles at the side should be of 
hard wood, round. Small hardwood 
trees cut in a thicket in the woods an- 
swer very well. They should be just 
wide enough apart to let an old sheep 
get its head through. It is necessary 
to have the rack three and a half or 
four feet high so the larger sheep 
won't try to climb into it. 

If there is not enough room in the 
shed for the feed troughs they may be 
constructed on the outside, but it will! 
be better if there is space for them in 
the center of the shed. The troughs 
may be constructed in the following 
manner: Drive down pairs of stobs 
about twelve feet apart, according to 
the length desired for the troughs. 
Nail heavy crosspieces to the stobs 
just about a foot above the ground. 
The troughs can be set on the cross- 
Pieces and nailed there. It is best to 
make the troughs about eight inches 
wide and four inches deep. The lum- 
ber should be good and strong. 

Oats, bran and shelled corn mixed 
make a splendid feed for sheep. They 
will -be delighted with good clover or 

“Wherl difalfa is'fed tirey 
will not need so much grain. In fact, 
sheep will almost fatten on alfalfa 
alone. If it is chopped up fine, so 
Keep galt near, so 
the sheep can have access to it when- 
ever they please. It will be a good 
thing if they can run to a watering 
trough that is: filled with temperate 
water. 


Don’ts For the Horseman.

Don't fail to keep your horse’s shoes 
sharp when the streets are slippery. 

Don’t put your horse’s feet in un- 
skilled hands, Good feet are spoiled 
by bad shoeing,

heated stable, then stand him for some 
hours in a freezing atmosphere and 
wonder why he became paralyzed. 

Don’t fafl to water your horse the 
first thing in the morning, but not with 
{ce water.

How to Patch a Canoe. 

There are several different “home 
made" methods by which to repair a 
erack or leak In a canoe, Perhaps the 
most permanent is varnish or shellac 
and silk. Put a little varnisb over the 
erack, place a small! silk patch over the 
varnish, letting it dry, then varnish or 
shellac over the silk. Two coats will 
be sufficient. If it is a varnished ca- 
noe, use white silk,;and the patch can 
hardly be detected, the silk being 
transparent. This may be put on botb 
inside and outside if necessary. White 
jead and varvixh mixed well and put 
In the crack is also a good permanent 
repair. If on a cruise in the woods 
and without the necessary articles to 
make a permanent repair, get a little 
spruce gum off the trees, beat and add 
a little grease and put over the crack, J, 
The grease has a tendency to keep the 
gum from getting very bard, and it 
will not break. so easily, The silk and 
shellac repair is the usual remedy for 
a@ puncture ip a canvas covered canoe. 
—Recreation,

' bitor, specifying the class and section and the number of 
entry, and this ticket must be attached tothe exhibit by 
the exhibitor and remain attached during the show. 

In the purebred classes registration papers, or proof of 


eligibility to register, must’ be produced to the Segretary at’ 


the time of making entry, or to the Stewards in charge of 
the class on the day of show; otherwise the prize money 
will not be paid. 

Registration papers from stud and herd books recog- 
hized by the pyparenens sed Agriculture only will be ac 

Registration papers must not be shown to the iahaae’ 
and parties in charge of exhibits must not speak to the 
judges. Explanations must be made through the Stewards 
Any violation of this rule will result in disqualification of 
entry. 

No animal shall compete in more than one class or 
section, except for herd, team or special prizes. 

All live stock must be the bona-fide property of the ex- 
hibitor, and’ been in-his posgeaeion. at least 3 months prior 
to exhibition: 

All exhibits other than live peck must be produced 
or grown by the exhibitor. 

All cattle and horses, except calves and foals at foot, 
must be led into the judging ring. 

No animals but those being judged shall be allowed 
in the judging ring except calves and foals at foot, or 
dams when calves and foals at foot are being judged, 

Any exhibitor shall, if required by the Directors, make 
a statutory declaration that the exhibits made by him are 

‘ shown ‘in accordance with the Rules and Regulations of the 
Society,  .In case any exhibitor refuses to make such 
declaration on being requested, all premiums awarded him 
shall be forfeited, 


Classification of Stock 

The matter of classification will be left to the official 
judge, and if a horse be improperly classified the judge 
shall have power to order a transfer to the proper class, if 
necessary examining all classes in doubt before the judg- 
ing commences, 

If in, the opinion of the judges any animal or article 
shown is considered to be inferior in quality it shall be left 
to their discretion as to whether any or no prize shall be 
awarded, 

Any exhibitor or member lodging a protest against 
any award or exhibit must make it in writing to the Secre- 
tary before 3 p.m. of the day of show. A deposit of $1 
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must accompany tia protest, which will be forfeited if the 
protest is not sustained,. © 

A detachable coupon will be attached to all _ prize 
tickets. This coupon must be signed by the steward in 
charge, and shall be a warrant for the payment of prize 
money. Only those presenting such coupon will be paid 
their prize money.”

‘DISCOVERY OF THE POLE 


Many are still Somewhat Doubtful but 
the General Opinion seems to be 

“That the North Pole Has Been 
Reached by Dr. Cook—Life Sketch 
of the Modest but Intrepid Ex- 
plorer. 


New York.—The dream of findin 
the North Pole has for centuries lure: 
explorers, scientists and daring ad- 
venturers., Whether this dream has 
now become a reality by the achieve- 
ment of Dr. Frederick A. Cook, of 
Brooklyn, rests thus far upon the re- 
ports cabled from Copenhagen, ap- 
parently a laconic message from Ler- 
wick, Shetland Islands, whence he is 
proceeding to Copenhagen saying: 
‘Successful, Well. Address, Copen- 

en. 

ew York.—Cyrus ©. Adams, chief 
geographical expert of the American 
Geographical society, and author of 
several well known works on ge 
graphical subjects, said that his ex- 

nation of Dr. Cook’s narrative had 
convinced him that the explorer’s 
claim to the discovery of the north 
pole is genuine, and will stand. 

Washington.—Maurice F. Egan, the 
United States minister at Copenhagen, 
has telegraphed the state department 
that Dr. Cook’s reported discovery of 
the North Pole, has been corroborated 
by Dergaard Jansen, the Danish in- 
spector of North Greenland. 

Christiana.—Capt. Amundsen, the 
explorer, ridicules the suggestion that 
Dr. Cook has merely found the mag- 
netic pole. The magnetic pole is on 
the west side, quite removed from Dr. 
Cook’s course. “I know Dr. Cook to 
be absolutely reliable.”’

Dr. Frederick A. Cook, the Ameri- 
can, who is reported to have reached 
the North Pole,’was born in Calicoon 
Depot, Sullivan County and is a resi- 
dent of Brooklyn, N.Y. For years he 
has given his attention to Arctic ex- 
plorations and in 1891-2, he was sur- 
geon of the Peary Arctic expedition. 
He has received numerous decorations 
from _the geographical societies of 
Europe for his researches and writ- 
ings in the Polar field. : , 

Dr. Cook started on his present ex- 
pedition in the summer of 1907, sail- 
ing from North Sydney, C.B., on 
board the schooner, Jno. A. Bradley, 
with Capt. Moses Bradley as sailing 
inaster.. The party was_ re-inforced 
with sleds, dogs and Arctic equipment 
at Etah, Greenland, whence they 
sailed on March 13, 1908.

the elements are considered least ad- 
vantageous for an advance northward, 
Nothing has been heard from Dr: 
Cook for the last eighteen months, A 
special committee of the Arctic club 
has, however, made careful calcula- 
tion upon his probable whereabouts 
and had reached the conclusion that 
Dr. Cook had discovered the Pole. 

It was Dr. Cook’s plan to make his 
base of supplies or permanent camp 
at Annatok, in Greenland about 20 
miles north of Etah. This would place 
him about 1,000 miles from the North 
Pole. He first made his way west- 
ward out of the cache and across to 
Ellismere Land. The Arctic club cal- 
culates that he reached this position 
in the spring of 1908. The last news 
received from him was dated March 
17, 1908, when he was near Cape 
Thomas Hubbard. He reported that 
his health was excellent, that he 


had picked a_ large party of Eski- 


mos of superior intelligence and 
that the prospects for success was 
bright. He intended to push on to the 
northern point of Greenland and from 
there to start his dash to the Pole in 
the winter of 1908. He expected to 
return to his headquarters at Anna- 
toka not later-than next month. 

Dr. Cook was born in 1865. He was 
married in 1902 to Miss Mary Hunt. 
His wife has close calculations on his 
progress and has shared the belief of 
the Arctic club that her husband has 
achieved the goal of the North Pole. 


Cream of Emigrants Coming to Canada 


Montreal.—Alfred Jury, emigration 
agent for Canada at Liverpool, was a 
passenger by the Virginia, and in the 
course of an interview said matters 
were now going very smoothly in the 
emigration department in Engand. As 
far as emigration from that country 
was concerned it was proceeding on 
steady, satisfactory lines. The num- 
ber of emigrants to Canada was not 
so large as some years ago, but the 
class was decidedly better, in fact they 
were getting the cream. The regula- 
tion. which rendered it compulsory for 
immigrants to have $25 in their pos- 
session after paying all expenses in 
connection with the trip across had a 
fine selective effect.

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ESS OF NORTH COUNTRY 


Oil in Considerable Quantities is Dis- 
covered at Fort McMurray—Said 
F to be Second Cobalt 


Edmonton, Alta.—‘‘I have no doubt 
but that in a few years oil in consid- 
erable quantities - will be produced 
from the wells at Fort McMurray, The 
indications are exceptionally good and 
borings have thus far been successful. 
Wwe brought down several samples 
of oil. 

“There are also large quantities of 
tar sand at McMurray, as well as 
other mineral deposits, and while I 


would not substantiate the somewhat 


exaggerated statement that the coun- 
try tributary to. the Athabasca will 
prove a second Cobalt, yet I am cer- 
tain that thé future of the country as 
a mineral producing country is as- 
sured.” 

In words to this effect, Frank Smith, 
government mining expert summed up 
the results of his investigations of the 
oil producing capacities of the wells 
at Fort McMurray, on the Athabasca, 
and his general inspection of the min- 
eral resources of the section surround- 
ing McMurray. He has just returned 


o-| from a tour of the north. 


There is a probability that the Do- 
minion government telegraph exten- 
sion from Athabasca Landing north to 
Lesser Slave Lake which, like the good 
roads problem, has been the subject of 
considerable agitation on behalf of 
settlers at the lake, and the surround- 
ing country, and which has been tak- 
en up by the Edmonton board of 
trade in the interests of the settlers, 
will be completed through to the lake 
this fall. The right of way is cleared 
and the poles strung right through to 
the lake, and the wire stringers are 
pushing forward at a good rate. 


Government Pork Packing Plant 


Edmonton.—W. T. Finley, minister 
of agriculture, denies a rumor to the 
effect that the provincial government 
is proposing to take over a local pack- 
ing house for pork packing purposes 
in fulfillment of the promise of a gov- 
ernment owned and operated packing 
plant. The government's proposal, as 
outlined at the last session of the pro- 
vineial legislature in accordance with 
the recommendations submitted by 
the pork packing commission, is to 
establish a government packing plant, 
provided the farmers agree to raise a 
certain number of hogs per year,\and 
furnish a guarantee to sell their hogs 
to the government plant only. 

For the purpose of ascertaining 
whether the farmers of the province 
are ready to enter an agreement to 
this effect, the department of agri- 
culture has placed a man in the field 
to visit all the farmers in turn. This 
agent is stjll at work, and until he 
completes his work the government 
will not take any steps in the matter. 
There is an appropriation of $50.000 
towards the establishment of the 
plant, and this amount the govern- 
ment is prepared to expend the mo- 
ment jit is assured that the farmers are 
at its back. 


Leprosy Robbed of Horrors 

Bergen, Norway.—Dr. G. Armauer 
Hansen and Professor Ehlers of Cop- 
enhagen, when questioned, Seqpecsing 
some of the problems before the lep- 
rosy conference, now in session here, 
agreed in saying that the disease is 
not hereditary or contagious, though 
heretofore it has been held to be both. 
. The bacilli, they say, enter the body 
everywhere and blood-sucking insects, 
such as gnats and bedbugs, are prob- 
ably instrumental in disseminating 
the disease: 

Clinical experience, said these au- 
thorities, pipes that the malady is 
not incurable, about 6 per cent of the 
cases showing recovery. Subcut- 
aneously injections of nastin, they 
held, were dangerous, but radium 
possibly was curative in its effect.

Text of the Lesson, Acts xxi, 1-17. 
Memory Verses, 13, 14—Golden Text, 
Acts xxi, 14—Commentary Prepared

When the time came to leave Tyre 
the disciples (here, men, women and 
childreu, accompanied Paul's party out 
of the city duwn to the shore, and 
all kneeled down on the shore and 
prayed, What an object lesson for 
those who may have been looking on! 
There are always some watching us 
who draw their own inferences from 
our conduct as to whether we are 
worldly or other worldly, whether we 
are for the most part in communion 
with earth or heaven. Some who bear 
the name of Christ have been known 
to shrink from praying before others 
or even asking a blessing on their food. 
What can He think of those who are 
thus ashamed of Him? (Matt. x, 33.) 

As at Miletus. so here at Tyre we 
have another painful separation when 
Paul and his companions set sail and 
the friends from Tyre return to their 
homes, but we trust that all hearts 
were more than ever turned to Him 
who is our continual habitation (Ps. 
Ixxi, 3) and from whose presence some 
day we shall go no more out. One day 
at Ptolemais, where they also found 
brethren, and then to Caesarea, where 
they tarried many days in the home of 
Philip the evangelist, who had four 
daughters, virgins, who did prophesy. 
We recall that Philip was greatly used 
of God in Samaria and then to lead 
the Ethiopian treasurer to Christ, after 
which he preached in all the cities 
from Azotus to Caesarea (Acts viil, 
40), but that seems to be the last we 
have heard of him till now. God gave 
to the churches apostles, prophets, 
evangelists, pastors and teachers for 
the perfecting of the saints. for the 
work of the ministry, for the edifying 
of the body of Christ (Eph. iv, 11, 12), 
and were ft not that Philip is still 
called the evangelist we might think 
that he had become pastor of the 
ehurch at Caesarea and that Cornelius 
and his household were members of 
that church. There are so many things 
we are not told and we are curious 
enough to want te know, but we must 
wait to find out why we hear nething 
more of Philip's active ministry and to 
learn what he was doing at Caesarea. 
Then these daughters of his—in what 
sense did they prophesy? 

Concerning it ull it comes to me con- 
tinually that there is only One with 
whom we have to do, and if we are 
filling the place He assigns us, be its 
service small or great, that is all He 
requires of us, whether other people 
know much or little or anything about 
it. He appoints to every one his work 
and says “occupy till 1 come” (Mark 
xiii, 34; Luke xix, 13). He knows in 


what part of His field His plants will | 


thrive best and bear the fruit that He 
desires, so it is ours to quietly abide 
in Him and see no one but Jesus only. 
We may imagine what a time of pray- 
er and praise and study of the word 
these days in Caesarea were and how 
they would listen to Paul declaring 
what things God had wrought by his 
ministry (verse 19), for as he after- 
ward did at Jerusalem he probably did 
here also and elsewhere. While at 
Caesarea a prophet from Judea named 
Agabus by a striking object lesson 
foretold that at Jerusalem Paul would 
be arrested and imprisoned, upon 
which the disciples there as well as 
Paul's own companions besougbht him 
not to go to Jerusalem. Paul's reply 
to them all was that“he was ready, 
not to be bound only, ‘but also to die 
at Jerusalem fer the name of the Lord 
Jesus (verse 13). Compare his words 
to the Ephesian elders at Miletus in 
chapter xx, 24. Both of these are 
splendid utterances of a whole hearted 
servant of Christ who would not by 


any persuasion of friends be turned f 


aside from what he believed to be the 
Lord’s way for him. When they saw 
that he would not be persuaded they 
simply ceased urging him and said, 
“The will of the Lord be done” (verse 
14), Being joined by several of the 
disciples from Caesarea and by an 
old disciple from Cyprus named 
Mnason, who was to lodge them, they 
in due time reached Jerusalem and 
were gladly received by the brethren. 
Thus ended the third missionary jour- 
ney. 

Concerning the will of the Lord to 
which they desired to submit when 
they found that they could not per- 
suade Paul not to go to Jerusalem, 
there can be nothing greater or higher 
and when His will shall be done on 
earth as in heaven that will be the 
kingdom of God on this earth. ‘Our 
Lord Jesus could say, “I delight to do 
Thy will, O my God;" “My meat is to 
do the will of Him that sent me and 
to finish His work” (Ps, xl, 8; John 
iv, 34). In proportion as His will is 
done in us now, that goed and accept- 
able and perfect will of God (Rom, xii, 
1, 2), we have just that much of the

Kingdom in us, a foretaste of eternal 
glory. May we ever say from the 
heart cheerfully, “Thy will be done.” 
Is ft possible for us to think that we 
are In the will of God when we are 
simply working out our own will?

Anxiety for Capt. Bernier 

Montreal.—A good deal of anxiety 
is being expressed in government 
marine, circles over the disappearance 
of Captain Bernier, Canada’s ambiti- 
ous Arctic explorer. Captain Bernier | 
left Quebec on a voyage to the north- 
ern seas in July 1908, and since then 
no direct word has been received from 
him.

land reported that Bernier’s expedi- 
been planting the Union Jack 
on a good many. islands in the Arctic 
seas. Since then silence has prevailed | 
as to the expedition and no mention | 
of it has been made by Scottish 
whalers who returned this summer. 

Bernier went forth with a_ well 
equipped expedition to make surveys 
and to doltett customs dues from 
American whalers. He was, always 
anxious to go in search of the pole 
and it is thought that after concludin 
his regular work he may have foun 
favorably opportunity and started on 
a voyage of discovery. On his other 
expeditions, Captain Bernier always 
managed to send fairly regular word 
of his movements to the Dominion 
gpyerument, and Mr. Wiallard of the 
Montreal agency stated that consider- 
able anxiety prevailed as to his where- 
abouts or safety. 


Tinsmith’s Stove Caused Fire 

Toronto.—The ,total loss as a result 
of the fire which practically wiped 
out the west wing of the provincial 
parliament buildings, is now estimat- 
ed at $695,000, made up as follows: 
Building, $325,000; library, $250,000; 
furniture, $120,000. The insurance on 
the building is $730,000. The tin- 
smith’s charcoal soldering stove, 
which is now believed to have caused 
the fire, was found after the blaze 
on a burned beam on the roof where 
tinsmiths were at work fixing 
the eavetroitghs of the western wing, 
and it is thought their little stove, 
while they were at dinner either 
blazed up or became overheated and 
set fire to the woodwork around it. 

Preparations for the reconstruction 
of ther burned wing will be begun=at 
once, said Premier Whitney after a 
meeting of the cabinet. It is under- 
stood steps also will be taken to or- 
ganize a fire brigade within the build- 
ings for future emergencies. It is 
probable that with thé erection of a 
new wing a fireproof wing will be 
placed on the whole pile.

COLONIES SHOULD HELP 


TIME HAS*COME TO ASSIST THE 
MOTHER COUNTRY 


Sir William White Delivers an Inter- 
esting Address to Members of Ca- 
nadian Club at Winnipeg on De- 
fence of the Empire—Believes That 
Colonies Should Assist the Mother 
Country in Maintaining Supremacy 


Winnipeg.—That it was fair for 
Great Britain to bear the cost of main- 
taining the naval supremacy while the 
colonies were ‘growing up,’’ but that 
it is now time for these Dominions to 
take a share in telieveing the mother 
country from this burden, was the 
contention of Sir William White, K.C. 
G., F.R.8., in an address before the 
members of the Canadian club. 

Sir William White refused to dis- 
cuss the manner in which the domin- 
ions should assist the mother country 
in the building’ up of the navy. Sir 
William White is an authority on this 
matter having been for many years 
director of naval construction and as- 
sistant controller of the navy during 
which time he was responsible de- 
signer of H. M. ships: 

In part he said that the German 
scake was unnecessary and undigni- 
fied and contrary to national char- 
acter. 

“Our present position is secure and 
will be so for the next three years. 
Our war and ship building resources 
may be readily made superior to all 
others. Supremacy at sea is vital to 
the well being and existence of the 
British empire and must be maintain- 
ed at‘all costs. British supremacy at 
sea is the security of oversea - com- 
inerce and communications and in- 
volves no monopoly or exclusion of 
other nations. 

“Our policy is an open ocean, where 
the peaceful trader and the swift pas- 
senger steamer can come and go in 
security, thus promoting the _inter- 
courses and friendliness of all the na- 
tions of the world. No other empire 
has been based on or maintained by 
command of the sea. Consequently our 
claim to supremacy is not unjust or 
unreasonable as some assert. Indeed 
it is admitted to be well founded by 
all the greatest authorities of all na- 
tions. 

We are supreme at present and we 
owe that position primarily to the sac- 
rifices, courage and foresight of our 
ancestors who were willing to pay 
and naid a high price in life and trea- 
sure for that proud position. 

“Our supremacy has been challeng- 
ed again and again and sometime 
seemed in peril. In my own reeollec- 
tion there have heen two great crisis; 
(1) When iron “clad construction be- 
gan and France took a lead under the 
inspiration of Napoleon III.; (2) about 
20 years ago when France and Russia 
by their combined efforts threatened 
to surpass us in naval strength, On 
each occasion the strong sense and 
patriotic feeling of the British people, 
aided and stimulated by the press led 
to action which made the empire safe. 
For more than twenty years we have 
been at war, financially, with Euro- 
pean countries, desirous.. of emulating 
our naval position. Great outlay has 
been involved and it has been practi- 
eally wholly borne by, the citizens of 
the United Kingdom.” 

Sir William White then gave fig- 
ures to bear out this statement and 
showed it had been his lot to bear a 
part in this strugele which began 
about three vears after his acteptance 
of office in 1885. 


King May Revisit Ireland 

London,—The King has now consid- 
ered his plans for next vear, and these 
are said to include a visit to Ireland. 
His Majesty has exnressed a wish to 
visit Ireland fairly frequently, but his 
numérous other engegements during 
the Inst few years herve prevented him 
carrying out his desire. The next state 
visit to the Emerald Isle, it is believ- 
ed will extend to a fortnight. A week 
will be spent in Dublin, after which 
King Edward will visit the other prin- 
cipal centres, including Belfast, 
Waterford and Cork. It is, in fact, 
probable that the King will not visit 
the continent this autumn, but take a 
cruise in his yacht instead, in which 
event His Majesty will put into sev- 
eral Trish ports. 

The visit will be purely private, al- 
though the King may land and motor 
to the different places of interest he 
has not already visited. Edinburgh 
also expects a visit of two days’ dura- 
tion from His Majesty this autumn on 
his way to Balmoral. 


The Governor-General Not Fined 

Victoria, B.C.—Viscount Lascelles, 
aide-de-camn to Earl Grey, Governor- 
General of Canada, who shot a moun- 
tain goat and deer out of season dur- 
ing the Governor-General’s trip to 
northern British Columbia, has been 
fined $275 by the British Columbia 
game wardens. The game wardens 
went to Viscount Lascelles’ room, 
where he admitted having shot 
the mountain goat and deer, the 
heads of which had been sent 
to a taxidermist to be mounted, 
He preferred the maximum fine which 
was accepted and the game wardens 
then proceeded to the taxidermist’s 
and confiscated the heads. It had been
